And 
those able to afford the luxury are buying 
such horses in bunches. One Chicagoan has 
forty-eight high-steppers in his barns, and 
yesterday Mrs: George M. Pullman paid 
$6,000 for three horses for her carriage, that 
number being required if a pair is always to 
be ready for work. 

Chicago is the great central market for 
carriage stock, and most of it is obtained by 
the purchase of trotting-bred animals in the 
country districts and then city breaking 
4 them here. Early in May Tichenor & Co.

horse. Mr. Lawson has a dig string of high | 
steppers, and all of them were: bought in 
Chicago. The most remarkable feature of 
the matter, however, is that he buys them 
all by tel hone, simply calling up the Stock- 
Yards firm with which he deals, chatting with 
the head of the establishment about what 
he has on hand in the line of fancy horse- 
mesh, and then buying from one to three ani- 
mals and ordering them sent by express.
